Millage Vote Will Affect KCC's 
Nursing, Police, Aviation Programs 


After operating all of its 25 years on 
one mill, Kirtland Community Col- 
lege has reached a cross-road. With- 
oul voters approving a millage in- 
crease, KCC likely will dismantle its 
vocational programs one by one. 


“We have already cut 20 full-time 
employces from our staff (one-fifth of 
the entire full-time staff), eliminated 
the Performing Artist Series, dropped 
the Retired Senior Volunteer Program, 
and drastically curtailed spending,” 
said KCC President Dr. Dorothy 
Franke, ‘There is nothing left to cut 
except our educational programs.” 

The Aviation vocational program 
located in Grayling could be one of the 
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first vocational programs cut. Voca- 
tional programs educating and train- 
ing nurses, policemen, firemen, auto 
technicians, secretaries, data process- 
ing specialists, and manufacturing 
technologists would be curtailed and 
eventually could be eliminated, 

Furthermore, Franke said without 
the vocational programs, KCC may 
have to close. 

“It does not look as if the college can 
survive beyond the next three to four 
years on one mill,” said Franke, 

If Kirtland can’t offer both voca- 
tional and liberal arts courses, its en- 
rollment in three or four years would 
decline so much, even a scaled-down 
college would be operating at a defi- 
cit. The state might bail out the col- 
lege for one or two years, but eventu- 
ally it would be forced to close. 

KCC is asking for a 1 1/2 mill 
increase this Sept. 13. 


“For what amounts to about the cost 
of a six-pack of soda pop a month, 
citizens living ina house worth $50,000 
(SEV $25,000) can increase their 
support to Kirtland and keep the col- 
lege alive,” said Franke, ‘‘And, by 
doing so, our hospitals, police sta- 
tions, offices, businesses and school 
will be supplied with well trained, 
well educated workers.” 

Franke said that one of her worst 
fears is that voters will realize they 
want vocational programs at KCC and 
in a year or two approve a millage. 
She said it might be too late by then. If 


the aviation program, for example, is 
cutand equipmentand planes are sold, 
the cost of starting up the program 
could probably not be accomplished 
with a millage vote. 

Glenda Jacobs, Director of Patient 
Care Services at Grayling Mercy 
Hospital, said if Kirtland’s nursing 
program ts cut, it would be devastat- 
ing for Mercy Hospital because 90 
percent of their nursing recruits are 
from Kirtland and their training is out- 
standing compared to other schools, 


“People don’t realize how much 
Kirtland does through continuing edu- 
cation for firefighters and nurses,” said 
Cora McGregor, KCC graduate and 
Valedictorian of Mio AuSable School 
in 1989. “As Kirtland has tocut things 
out, people will realize how much 
Kirtland really docs for their commu- 
nities.” 

Another program likely to be cut is 
the high school vocational classes 
offered to Grayling High School stu- 
dents as well as high school students 
inthe five other schoo! districts within 
COOR. The KCC program supple- 
ments the limited course offerings 
available at the northern Michigan 
smali high schools. 

“Kirtland has made it possible for 
our students to have more options,” 
said Betty J. Handrich, counselor for 
Fairview Arca Schools. “Ican’t imag- 
inc what would happen if these privi- 
leges were not available to our young 
people.” 
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Salling Dam Drawdown 
Becoming Sticky Situation

The Salling Dam project is going 
too quickly for some and too slowly 
for others. Sull others wish the De- 
partment of Natural Resources’ 
drawdown of Salling Dam had never 
begun in the first place. 

But even in the face of widespread 
criticism, DNR district fisheries bi- 
ologist and project manager David 
Smith says the project is proceeding as 
planned. 

Residents both above and below the 
dam are concerned by the level of silt 
settling on the bottom and giving the 
water a dark, murky appearance. 

The level of muck was anticipated, 
replied Smith. Initia! probes showed 
six inches to one foot of it near the 
dam. Siltisnow moving downstream 
as the river trics to form a channel, 
which may be the original one. 

The silt is light, said Smith, so it 
moves in suspension, and will have to 
keep moving because it can’t be re- 
moved as sand could. 

The DNR is removing one four- 
inch board a weck from the temporary 
spillway (unless it rains) because “we 
don’t want to move that black stuff 
fast. Some people want us to move 
faster, some want us to move slower, 
so we’ re trying to balance that out. We 
can’t win, whatever we do.” 

“People downstream don’t like it 
because it covers the river bottom and 
tums the water black,” admitted Smith. 
“But we're moving slowly so we don't 
haveadepletion ofoxygen which could 
kill fish and other aquatic organisms.” 

Grayling resident Brenda Carlson, 
who presently lives on Salling Pond 
(the impoundment created when the 


dam was constructed in the carly 
1900s) said she is afraid it isn’t going 
to get to the statc the DNR thought it 
would. 

Smith, however, said that every- 
thing has gone just as cxpected in spite 
of what people say. 

“TIt(the silt} is there, wailing tomove. 
Ithasn’t been a big surprise to see that 
much accumulation.” 

SILT BUILDUP 

While the DNR isn’t surprised, the 
area residents appear to be. 

“They said it was going to be a nice 
trout stream. The banks would dry up 
niccly,” said Connie Swander who, 
with her husband Steve, owns a home 
upstream from the dam. 

“Apparently the DNR got started 
and there is much more silt than they 
thought. I stuck ina six anda half foot 
pole and didn’t hit solid bottom. H 
they had done any kind of investiga- 
tion on the pond, they would have 
realized there was more than a foot 
and a half of silt. The only way to get 
down to the bottom is to wash all that 
watery sill over the dam.” 

A sediment trap--designed to catch 
only the heavier sand, not the silt--will 
be installed as soon as conditions are 
low and dry enough, probably in Sep- 
tember or October, said Smith. 


"Sand is harmful to the trout stream. 
It fills in gravel and hampers aquatic 
life,” he explained. 

Meanwhile the deep muck remains 
whiere Uhere used to be water. 

“It's like a dish of chocolate pud- 
ding,” Swander continued. “You 
can’t get to the banks. Five feet from 
my yard, I’m in muck to my hips.” 


Smith said the silt will continue to 
flow downstream as long as the stream 
channel is in the process of forming 
itself, 

“It reaches the stream bottom 
through the soft stuff. It is finding the 
bottom. The fact dsat there is another 
impoundment lower (the Mill Pond, 
located in town) also slows it up, It 
might be Junc of next year or longer. 
The AuSable is very stable. That’s 
good in the Jong run, but it doesn't 
move a lot of material fast.” 

Swander is concerned that the ap- 
pearance of the pond area is deceiv- 
ing. 

“The grass is growing, so it looks 
firm, but it’s not. You can go up to 
your neck in some places. When you 
go in, the sucuon draws you down. 
It’s like wet cement.” 

Smith said with a seceding process, 
the DNR is trying to stabilize the edges 
of the river so that “the soft material 
will stay put and we only have to deal 
with what’sin the stream channel, We 
hope the root mass will stabilize. It 
will be harder after next spring's thaw 
and very rich. Grass will grow to beat 
the band.” 

“The seed we’ve put out has grown 
well even in dry conditions. We've 
had two aerial plantings because we 
can’t walk onit. The pond wentdown 
fast. The airplane seedings have 
worked well. The upper pond (near 
Pollack Bridge) is very lush, the middle 
pond has greened up, the lower pond 
we're just beginning to sced because 
the water has receded enough.” 

Smith said the DNR wants to get as

30% Of School District Taxpayers 
Eligible For Property Tax Refund 


More than 30 percent of taxpayers 
in the Crawford AuSable School Dis- 
trict qualify for a property tax refund. 
The group “Classrooms For Kids” is 
trying to inform as many Laxpayers as 
possible about this refund before the 
September 25 millage. Crawford 
AuSable School District is secking a 
new elementary building to solve a 
shortage of classrooms plus millage to 
operate the new school. 

Because of the property tax refund, 
an increase inschool millage approved 
on Sept. 25 could result in no increase 
to some senior citizens. Low income 
citizens could have up to 60 percent of 
any increase in property laxes refunded 
to them. 

This property tax refund (alsocalled 
the Michigan Homestead Property Tax 
Creditor “the circuit breaker”) is avail- 
able to senior citizens, low income 
citizens, renters, and persons receiv- 
ing some Aid to Families with De- 
pendent Children or General Assis- 
tance. You file for the property tax 
refund on your Michigan income tax 
form. If you do not file your income 
14x, your tax preparer should beknowl- 
edgeable about the property tax re- 
fund. 

Here’s who is cligible: 

SENIOR CITIZENS: If you or 
your spouse are 65 and your income is 
not more than $73,650, all property 
taxes paid.on your home over 3.5% of 
your income will be refunded. (The 
maximum refund allowed is $1,200.) 

LOW INCOME CITIZENS: If 
the property taxes you paid on your 
home is more than 3.5% of your 
houschold income, 60% of all the taxes 
over 3.5% of your income will be 
refunded. (The maximum refund al- 
lowed is $1,200) 

RENTERS: You may figure 17% 
of your rent as property tax and calcu- 
late your property tax creditas.a senior 
citizen (if you are 65 or older) or as a 


low income citizen. 

AFDC and GA: If a part of your 
household income was from Aid to 
Familes with Dependent Children or 
General Assistance, your property tax 
credit will be reduced by the percent- 
age that AFDC or GA made up your 
household income. (If your house- 
hold income is made up entirely of 
AFDC or GA, you are not eligible for 
the property tax credit. 

The Classroom For Kids group says 
many people eligible for the property 
tax refund have been taking advantage

much seeded as they can before the 
growing season is done in order to 
retard erosion, enhance the appear- 
ance and get a good rool mass going. 
This season they experimented witha 
mixture of annual and perennial rye. 
He said that by next season native 
AuSable River plants will reseed on 
their own. 
ANIMALS AFFECTED 

In the meantime, though, the sev- 
eral feet of muck is making life un- 
pleasant for residents and outright 
dangerous for small animals who goto 
the water for a drink, only to find they 
can’t make it back to dry land. 

“They're light enough to stay on top 
untilit’stoolate,” said Swander. “Then 
they try toswim, wear themselves out, 
drop their heads and suffocate in the 
muck.” 

Carlson and Swander have saved 
six of seven squirrels they have at- 
tempted to rescue in the past week. 
One, however, died before they could 
rescue it. Swander also had to pull her 
50-pound dog from the muck and a 
friend rescued a muskrat. 

Carlson and Swander worry that the 
drawdown is destroying the animal 
wildlife in the pond area. 

“It's your pet wildlife you've 
watched year after year thatare dying,” 
said Carlson. 

“There are no warning signs. The 
animals are dying. When is it going to 
beakid? That’s very possible,” added 
Swander. 

Smith said he doesn’t think the ani- 
mal deaths are going to affect the total 
animal and bird population of the area. 

“Individuals, yes,” he said. “That’s 
a natural occurrence we’ ve enhanced. 
Changes in the habitat do make 
changes in the animal population, 
There will be song birds and shore 
birds rather than water birds, trout 
rather than pike and suckers.” 

Smith said the animals that are there 
now will find new places to go up and 
downstream. The eagles, forexample, 
have a home range of many miles. 
They feed up and down the river in 
both pond and river habitats. 

“They’re opportunists. It won’ tdis- 
place the eagles or the ospreys, but 
they may feed in other areas, which 
they do anyway. It will be a different 
habitat, but one that is more suited to 
what the AuSable River was and is.” 

As for the warning signs, Smith re- 
plied, “With so much publicity, we 
felt that people were aware of what's 
going on. That area is primarily used 
by residents.” 

But not all residents are ready to be 
comforted. 

“They (the DNR) claimed that a 


wide body of water with a dark bottom 
made the water warm and they wanted 
to cool the water for good trout fish- 
ing. They want to get the river back 
to a colder water temperature to bring 
the grayling back. That's about as far- 
fetched as trying to figure out how to 
lower the temperatures to the ice age 
to bring the mammoths back,” said 
Swander. 

“The whole ecological system pres- 
ently revolves around what was out 
hereon Salling Pond. The damsare in. 
The pond has been here for years. 
Them taking dams out now is doing as 
much damage as when the dams were 
putin. They’re wying to correct the 
negative with the negative.” 


RETURN TO 
COLD WATER RIVER 

Smith said, “There’s nothing better 
for acold water stream than to be free- 
flowing—for Grayling, for Crawford 
County, for the State of Michigan. 
Grayling depends heavily on its natu- 
ral resources and tourism. In this case, 
what’s good for the river is good for 
the community.” 

“If we take care of our natural re- 
sources and give them proper steward- 
ship, they'll be here perpetually, 
whereas other things in the commu- 
nity that might provide economic gain 
are of a more fluid and changeable 
nature.” 

Some residents believe that replac- 
ing the dam would have been more 
economically feasible than the 
drawdown. 

“With the money they’ve spent al- 
ready, they could have built a new 
dam,” said Steve Swander. “The 
property owners said they’d fix it, but 
the DNR just kept making ridiculous 
demands which took it night out of our 
hands financially.” 

Smithsaid, “Quite frankly, we don’t 
permit dams on cold water streams 
today. Updating Salling Dam would 
require a fish ladder for passage of 
native fish and it would have to meet 
all the safety standards. 

“If the dam would have failed—and 
that’s a possibility given the condition 
it was in—it would have been a disas- 
ter. We're real safe now.” 

“He continued, “I challenge the 
people who are saying the project was 
unnecessary to go look at the dam, 
because it’s indecrepit condition. The 
wooden pilings are rotting away and 
pieces of concrete have fallen off. 
Previous to the drawdown, water was 


piping (going through the dam from 


underneath). That’s a very bad sign.”

He added that some views might be 
affected and there may be strips of 
land where people might not own to 
the river’s edge anymore. 

“We addressed that ata winter meet- 
ing. We understand that it’s a very 
sensitive issuc,” said Smith. “We're 
trying to be sensitive to the cares and 
feclings of the people. We’ re dealing 
with humans as well asa resource and 
we're trying not to overlook that or 
ignore their concerns.” 

Still, the DNR maintains that the 
AuSable River is a cold water re- 
source of the highest quality that they 
have to protect. 


“We're looking out for the best 
interest of natural resources. We're 
not trying to wina popularity contest.” 

At this point in the drawdown proj- 
ect, thatis perhaps the one issue Salling 
Pond property owners would not 
quibble over with the DNR.

You May Qualify For A Tax Refund! 


Michigan Homestead Property Tax Credit Information Sheet 


The Homestead Property Tax Credit was passed by the legistature to relieve the 
burden of local property taxes on citizens with limited incomes -- particularly 
those over age 65. Even though most folks must pay local property taxes in full 
at the time they are due, those who file form MI-1040CR can claim a CREDIT (up 
to $1200) on their state income tax. 


The way the credit works is like this: You are responsible for your property tax 
up to the first 3.5% of your household income. Senior citizens can get a full 
credit (probably a tax REFUND) on all property tax over the 3.5% threshold. 


For example, if your household income is $15,000, you are responsible for the 


first $525 of your property tax.
